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Mr,  Chairman,  Mrs,  Franklin  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  my  first  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Urban  District  for  1967,  though  I  was  in  the  position  of  Medical  Officer 
for  only  the  last  three  and  a  half  months  of  the  year,  I  would  first  like  to  pay 
tribute  to  my  predecessor,  Dr,  Ferguson,  who  not  only  left  an  efficient 
organisation  which  he  had  created,  but  a  large  amount  of  goodwill. 

Before  discussing  the  report  I  should  mention  that  the  figures  are  very 
low  and  could  fluctuate  widely  from  year  to  year  without  having  any  statistical 
significance,  but  I  would  like  to  mention  one  or  two  points  that  ha,ve  caught  my 
attention.  The  population  of  Tickhill  has  risen  again  this  year  and  should 
continue  to  rise  for  the  next  few  years  at  least.  There  has  also  been  an 
increase  in  the  birth  rate  which  is  the  converse  of  the  national  trend,  and  the 
percentage  of  babies  born  illegitimately  is  6%,  There  were,  once  again,  no 
maternal  deaths. 

It  is  not  surprising  to  note  that  heart  disease,  including  coronary 
thrombosis,  was  responsible  for  10  deaths,  cancer  for  7,  followed  by  vas cular 
lesions  of  the  central  nervous  sytem  which  accounted  for  6,  Accidents, 
including  motor  vehicle  accidents  were  responsible  for  5  deaths,  and  bronchitis 
(the  "English  disease")  for  4, 

Apart  from  26  cases  of  measles,  notifiable  infectious  diseases  were 
conspicuous  by  their  absence,  I  have  felt  for  some  time  that  the  list  of 
notifiable  infectious  diseases  should  be  altered  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that 
the  list  is  being  reviewed  at  present. 

In  the  report  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  health  services  provided 
by  the  County  Council,  the  figures  for  Tickhill  have,  wherever  possible  been 
left  separate,  which  will  clearly  show  the  change  in  any  services  for  the 
district  in  future.  Throughout  the  division,  and  the  county,  the  domiciliary 
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midwifery  services  are  delivering  fewer  babies  each  year  and  with  the  new 
maternity  hospital  to  be  provided  in  Doncaster  the  number  will  probably 
continue  to  drop  steadily.  It  did  come  as  a  surprise,  however,  to  note  a 
steep  drop  in  the  home  nursing  figures  for  1967,  which  was  contrary  to 
expectations.  There  are  several  factors  which  could  account  for  this, 
and  I  expect  the  home  nursing  service  In  the  future  to  have  increased  work. 
The  home  help  service  continued  to  provide  much  needed  help,  particularly 
to  the  aged,  and  this  is  a  service  which  will  certainly  have  more  work  to  do 
in  future  years, 

I  am  particularly  pleased  to  note  that  the  percentage  of  children 
immunised  in  the  division  is  so  high  and  with  the  introduction  of  the 
computer  into  the  procedure  I  hope  to  see  nearly  100%  of  the  children  in 
the  division  fully  immunised  and  vaccinated  in  future. 

Following  my  report  is  the  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
which  clearly  shows  the  increa  sing  variety  and  quantity  of  work  dealt  with 
and  the  steady  progress  being  made  by  the  district  in  environmental  health, 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and  Mr,  Durant,  for 
their  help  in  making  my  introduction  to  Tickhill  so  pleasant,  and  finally 
I  would  like  to  thank  you,  Mr,  Chairman,  and  the  members  of  the  Council 
for  the  consideration  and  kindness  shown  to  me  in  the  first  few  months  of 
my  duty,

National  Health  Service  Act  1946  (Section  28) . 

The  County  Council  Scheme  for  the  provision  of  free  chiropody 
commenced  on  1st  February  I960.

Chiropody  treatment  is  given  either  at  an  organised  Clinic  session 
in  premises  provided  by  Voluntary  Association,  or  in  a  Local  Authority 
Clinic  or  by  domiciliary  treatment  on  medical  grounds.  Domiciliary 
treatment  is  only  recommended  where  a  person  cannot  get  to  a  Clinic  as 
this  method  is  much  more  costly. 

Persons  requiring  chiropody  treatment,  and  who  fall  in  one  of  the 
above  categories  can  be  referred  either  to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer, 
who  is  responsible  for  overall  supervision  of  the  scheme,  Health  Visitor,

WATER  SUPPLY 

Tickhill  Urban  District  Council  is  a  constituent  member  of  the 
Doncaster  and  District  Joint  Water  Board,  which  came  into  being  on 
the  1st  October  1962,  The  constituent  authorities  forming  the  Water 
Board  are  not  unanimous  in  supporting  the  addition  of  fluoride  to  water 
supplies  in  the  Board’s  area  and  the  matter  was  deferred  by  the  Board 
in  1963  = 


The  number  of  inhabited  houses  connected  to  the  mains  supply 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  1093,  Three  cottages  in  the  district  are 
served  by  standpipes  -  98  Sunderland  Street;  Rock  Cottage,  Tickhill 
Spita.1;  and  61  Northgate;  two  of  these  are  included  in  current  Housing 
Act  activities. 

Five  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  were  reported  upon  as  satisfactory, 

A  typical  chemical  analysis  of  the  water,  which  is  largely  obtained 
from  deep  boreholes  in  the  Bunter  sandstone,  is  as  follows:

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

For  a  number  of  years  now  the  Council  has  been  aware  that  major 
development  in  Tickhill  could  not  take  place  unless  improvements  were 
carried  out  to  the  sewage  disposal  works,  and  some  four  years  ago  your 
Surveyor,  in  conjunction  with  a  consultant  engineer,  prepared  a  scheme  for 
enlarging  the  existing  works  and  providing  a  further  settlement  tank,  two 
filter  beds,  and  two  humus  tanks.  Additional  sludge  drying  beds  are  also 
incorporated  in  the  scheme. 

Meetings  were  held  with  Ministry  officials  at  various  times  in  the 
year  and  in  December  the  Council  was  informed  that  the  Ministry  had 
agreed  in  principle  to  the  scheme  desired  by  the  Council,  with  certain 
small  modifications.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  information  was 
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being  obtained  from  the  consultants  for  submission  to  the  Ministry; 
application  for  loan  for  a  figure  of  some  £66,470  was  being  made  to  the 
Ministry . 


HOUSING 


Last  year’s  report  referred  to  the  initial  survey  which  was 
carried  out  with  a  view  to  the  commencement  of  action  pursuant  to 
the  Housing  Act  1964,,  Part  III  of  this  Act  relates  to  the  compulsory 
improvement  of  tenanted  dwellings,  which  lack  the  five  standard  amenities, 
and  the  first  Improvement  Area  was  placed  before  the  Council  in  mid-year.

At  the  time  and  place  meeting  most  of  the  owners  gave 
undertakings  to  carry  out  the  necessary  improvements,  although 
in  four  cases  tenants  did  not  agree  with  the  Council’s  proposals 
and  suspended  improvement  notices  were  consequently  served.

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council’s  Cleansing  Department  were 
emptying  only  six  pails  or  privies  in  the  urban  area. 

Three  of  these  are  serving  old  cottages;  one  cottage  is  remote 
from  the  main  sewers  and  therefore  cannot  be  connected.  The  fifth 
cottage  is  in  a  built-up  area  but  the  levels  for  connection  to  the  sewer 
have  always  been  regarded  as  Insufficient.  The  remaining  cottage  is 
in  the  centre  of  the  village  but  the  long  term  future  of  this  dwelling  is 
not  yet  determined. 


MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

Throughout  the  greater  part  of  the  year  the  Council's  caravan 
site  was  again  full  and  there  are  no  other  site  licences  in  operation  for  any 
other  caravan  in  the  area.  It  is  significant,  however  ,  that  the  demand  for 
residm  tial  caravans  appears  to  have  reached  its  peak  and  may  well  be 
declining . 

This  generalisation  does  not,  however,  cover  the  itinerant 
dweller  who  is  still  creating  many  problems  in  South  Yorkshire. 

Following  the  Ministry  survey  in  March  1966  the  Ministry  issued  a  new 
circular  which  exhorted  local  authorities  to  deal  positively  with  this  matter 
by  providing  sites,  and  the  new  Bill  which  may  well  become  law  in  1968 
should  at  last  tackle  this  long  standing  problem.  In  addition  to  the 
provision  of  sites,  the  Bill  asks  for  working  space  to  be  provided  for  the 
itinerants  and  it  is  felt  that  if  these  van  dwellers  pay  for  their  accommodatior 
and  accept  re sponsibiliti.es  as  other  members  of  the  community  do,  the 
first  step  will  have  been  taken  in  not  regarding  them  as  "a  race  apart". 

It  is  certain  that  the  present  method  of  almost  forcibly  moving  them 
from  site  to  site  is  widening  the  gap  between  them  and  the  rest  of  the 
community. 
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SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  and  this 
was  maintained  in  good  condition  throughout  the  year0 

Three  licences  to  slaughter  animals  pursuant  to  the  Slaughter 
of  Animals  Act  are  in  force  in  the  district.

The  Council  have  no  full-time  rodent  operative  but  utilise 
the  services  of  the  rodent  control  service  of  an  adjoining  authority, 
Doncaster  Rural  District  Council,,  a  charge  being  made  on  a  proportionate 
rateable  value  basis.  In  this  manner  all  complaints  are  dealt  with 
expeditiously.  Four  of  the  local  farmers  hold  annual  contracts  with  the 
local  authority  for  rodent  control  treatment.
